He asked the board, "Is there

Harrison said that in the 1930s 


Dixon had outstanding teams, but 


something has happened in recent 
years^ As an example, he said, 
only 20 to'25 students were out for 
varsity football in the high school 
last fall. With an enrollment the 
size of Dixon's, he ' said, "Some- 
thing's wrong." 


Xo Official Stand 


He said the Jaycees have taken 


no official stand on the matter as 
a group, but "as individuals they 
pledge their support." 


He said the delegation members 


had "no chips on our shoulders," 
but only wished' to offer their sup- 
port in promoting better school and 
team spirit. 


Walder seconded Harrison's com- 


ments, and said, "We feel compe- 
tition is a great thing, and should 
be encouraged." 


Walder said he thought certain 


factions in the schools are stifling 
the grade school athletic program, 
using as a reason that competition 
makes the boys who can't make 
the team "feeV bad." Walder said 
he thought there has been too 
much of protecting individuals on 
that basis.

They presum- 
ably include most if not all of the 
134 confirmed cases which had 
been reported up to noon Tuesday 
among persons who had been giv- 
en Salk vaccine.

•eported in California have been 
n the southern third of the state 
vhere a higher incidence is ex- 
pected at this season of the year. 


"In Idaho, cases have been re- 


ported in small numbers in more 
,han a third of the counties. 


"More than a half of all cases 


-eported in Illinois since April 1 
lave been in the highly organized 
counties in the northeastern part 
of the state."

The tedium of an unrelenting 
filibuster gripped the Illinois 
iouse today for the third 
straight day.

process of reading bills in full,

Nevertheless, in the first two 


hours a dozen minor bills were 
passed, each one after its text had 
been enunciated word by word. In 
normal procedure, only titles of 
bills are read.

financed chiefly by state taxes on 
horse race betting, started the fire* 
works. 


Slowdown Resumes 


The slowdown, choking action on 


major legislation, resumed shortly 
after the House convened at 10 
a.iru Wednesday. It rolled on until 
early today, at 2:20 a.m. GST, when 
the longest meeting of the cham- 
ber's six month session recessed. 
~"T>uring' that period, the Hoiis* 
advanced 53 bi'ls in preliminary 
stage_s and passed 39 minor bills. 
Some members voiced alarm that 
appropriation measures and other 
important legislation would .- b* 
stalled by the delaying maneuvers 
during the few weeks left befor* 
the General Assembly adjourns on 
June 30. 


Reps. Paul Ziegler (D-Carmi) 


and John Morris (D-Chadwick) 
touched off the -fireworks by de- 
manding that all bills called for 
consideration be read in full— a 
constitutional requirement custom- 
arily omitted to save time. 


Anger Aroused 


Their anger was arousftd by 


3ouse passage Tuesday of three 
bills to permit Chicago to erect a 
huge convention hall on the lake- 
front, financed chiefly by »tat« 
taxes on horse race betting. 


When Speaker Warren -Wood an- 


nounced in the wee hours the 
House would recess until 10 a.m. 
Morris and Ziegler promptly said 
they would continue the filibuster. 
unless their demands were met. 


The two lawmakers, joined by 


other downstate legislators, ' said 
they opposed the bills because 
downstate county fairs would be 
barred from sharing in the fair 
and exposition fund, the source of 
revenue for the proposed 34 million 
dollar Chicago convention hall. 


Morris and Ziegler alternated in 


demanding that all bills be read 
in full, forcing: House Clerk Fred 
Ruegg and his assistant, Robert 
Willis, to drone through the texts. 
At times. Reps. Bert Baker (D- 
'Benton) and William Lyons (D-Gil- 
lespie) chimed in to keep the fili- 
buster rolling;. 


Worst He's Seen 


Ruegg. a veteran of 16 years in 


the House, remarked that "this is 
the worst I've ever experienced. 
I've never had to read so many 
bills in full before." 


House members dozed in their 


chairs or \vandered aimlessly about 
ihe chamber as the clerks complied 
with the filibustering requests. 


\Vhon it became evident that an 


ail-night session was in prospect, 
Rep. Carl Preihs (D-Pana) showed 
up in a red night shirt and cap. 
carrying a lighted candle. 


The House greeted his appear- 


ance with a roar of laughter but 
Wood, plainly nettled by the fili-

ritorial dispute with Pakistan. The land in controversy is 
Pakistan's Northwestern frontier province, including the 
famed Khyber pass, where British soldiers long stood guard. 


Afghanistan wants this zone to be made an independent 


state, presumably under its influence, since it claims the 
tribesmen of the area as blood brothers. 


If that were to occur, and Afghanistan were then to fall 


under Red domination, then communism would hold the Khy- 
ber pass, a broad highway of entry into the great Indian 
sub-continent.

Not only Pakistan but India as well would thereafter 


be in direct, serious peril of Communist encroachment. 


If, meantime, the Reds should manage to gulp down the 


rest of Indo-China and smash through Thailand into India's 
eastern neighbor, Burma, the task of-holding any important 
part of Asia for freedom would begin to look insuperable. 


Things have not yet reached this dire state. But the 


United States and its friends cannot sit by while Russia re- 
inforces its ties with the vital Ahghanistan link in'the chain 
of countries fringing the Soviet Union.

The Doctor Says 


Here Are Some Useful Tips 
For Athlete's Foot Victims 


By ED.WTS' P. JORDAN, M.D. 


With the arrival of warm weather 


and the increasing use of locker 
rooms, swimming pools and other 
athletic facilities used by great 
numbers of people—ringworm in- 
creases by leaps and bounds. 


This is a disorder of the skin 


which is also known as athlete's 
foot, but its best medical name 
is dermatophytosis. The various 
fungi (which are a variety of plant 
life responsible for dermatophyto- 
sis') grow best under conditions of 
moisture (hence their increase fre- 
quency in the summer months) and 
are spread from person to person 
from moist floors, towels, socks, 
and the like. 


The feet, between the toes, the 


hands, the groin, and the scalp, are 
favorite locations for this condi- 
tion. 


DERMATOPHYTOSIS may take 


various forms, such as blistering, 
scaling, cracking, lumps or callous- 
like lesions of the skin. Itching is 
frequent. 


Many persons have only mild 


symptoms which they do not rec- 
ognize and allow to go on for a 
long time without treatment.

Chemistry of the American Med- 
cal Association has made som« 
recommendations on dermatophy- 
tosis which include the following: 
The feet should be kept clean and 
dry with special attention to places 
between the toes,, the shoes and 
socks should be aired when not in 
use. 


What shoes are selected should 


be chosen with a view to making 
them as light and well-aired as 
compatible with working condi- 
tions. 


A DUSTING POWDER consisting 


of 10 per cent boric acid in pow- 
dered talcum should be put on the 
feet, in between the toes every 
night and morning. 


The council suggested the fol- 


lowing policy as to treatment: "On- 
ly the mild lesions that occur be- 
tween the toes should be treated by 
the patient himself; that is, where 
the lesions exhibit only scaliness 
and perhaps mild redness and fis- 
suring. 


"Considerable redness, moisture, 


pustule formation or pain call for 
the attention of the physiaian and 
the physician only. The patient 
must err on the safe side." 
NOTHING IS COMPLETELY safe 
as a local application except the 
boric acid foot powder mentioned. 
When improvement does not devel- 
op in two weeks, a physician should 
be consulted. 


Self-treatment or overtreatment 


of these fungus infections frequent- 
ly makes them much more diffi- 
cult to cure, or-leads to complica- 
tions. 


The particular fungus responsible 


can be identified only xvith the aid 
of the microscope. Proper treat- 
ment depends on the kind of in- 
fecting fungus found, its location, 
and how long it has been present. 


There are. however, an increas- 


ing number of good chemicals 
which attack the fungi responsible 
for this annoying disorder.

Illinois veterans who plan to at- 


/:, tend summer school under the 
,';; Korean GI Bill were ui-ged today 
'•'•"'by th« Veterans Administration to 


apply for their papers 'before 
school terms began. By applying 
for their VA certificates prior to" 
admission, veterans will help to 
prevent delay in the processing of 
their papers. 


Robert D. Beer, VA's manager 


. for Illinois, pointed out that the 


need for applying pertains only to 


..those veterans who are starting 


training under the GI Bill pro- 
gramg for the first time. 


It is estimated that 1.000 veter- 


ans in Illinois will enroll for the 
first time in colleges and universi- 
ties in summer sessions, while ap- 
proximately 4,000 others will con- 
tinue their classes during the sum- 
mer. Approximately 18,000 veter- 


- ans have been studying in Illinois 
. - colleges and universities under the 


Korean GI Bill during the past 
year. 


The VA manager also pointed 


out that veterans starting summer 
school under the Korean GI Bill 
may have to wait until late in the 
summer term for their first GI 
allowance checks, since under the 
law it takes about two months foi 
the money to reach them. 


For that reason, Beer urged vet- 


eran-trainees to bring along 
."nest egg" of their own to tide 
them over for the initial period 
Very often an entire summer se 
mester may last no longer than 
two months, he said. 


Once the GI checks start coming 


thev will cover every month of 


raining completed, so long as vet- 
erans make sure their schools file 
m o n t h l y attendance certificates 
with the VA. 


Beer gave these reasons for the 
ength of time it takes to mate 
initial GI allowance payments: 


First, the law requires the al- 


owances to be paid after the end 
of each month of training com- 
pleted, and not before. Further, 
payment for an initial period of 
raining of less than a full month 
may be deferred, until the end of 
the following full month. All that 
accounts for at least one month's 
delay. 


And second, after the end of the 


month, the veteran must sign a 
certification stating he was attend- 
ing class-during the month: The 
school sends this certification to 
VA. When the certification has 
been received promptly, a veter- 
an's check should go out the 20th 
of the month following the month 
reported. This, roughly, accounts 
for the remainder of the two-month 
waiting -period. 


Colleges have reported that many 


Korea veterans have been coming 
to school without sufficient funds 
to tide them over until they get 
their first GI allowance checks. 


This has created unnecessary 


hardships for many veteran-stu- 
dents. Some have taken advantage 
'of the limited resources of college 
loan funds, but many more have 
been hard put to remain in school.

The thought brought mounting panic. For Walter's mother didn't 


know how her mother would treat a child's retaliatory action. As a 
little girl, she had never gone in for it. As a punished little daughter, j 
Walter's mother would never have dared to take such action. 


Indeed, she wouldn't have even dared to know that she wanted 


to take it. Thus, her mother had not been able to give her a demonstra- 
tion of the proper adult reaction to a child's vengeful action. 


So. Walter's action appeared strange and monstrous to her. Help- 


lessly, his mother thought, ''Oh, what am I to do with this Terrible 
Child?" 


That is what happens to us when we have chosen to lean on other 


people's guidance instead of on knowledge of ourselves. 


So, I have to say to Walter's mother that he only appears as a 


terrible child to her because she's got an investment in forgetting what 
a terrible child she was. 
She shrinks from realizing how often she 


wanted to-attack her mother because she still depends on mother. 


• This is always the problem of the dependent person, regardless of 
his age. 
Our levengeful feelings toward some supporting authority 


must remain hidden lest the authority suspect our disloyalty—and with- 
draw his support. Under such circumstances, the self-knowledge essen- 
tial to parenthood is impossible. 


Today, everyone writes about the "whole" child. I'm writing about 


"whole" parents—people brave enough to recover those* lost segments 
of childhood experience that were gouged from our memories by fear 
of Mother's disapproval.

When we've got our own wholeness back, we can help Walter find 


his. 
We can infuse our demand that he clean up the bathroom with 


the mercy we know we needed ourselves as a punished child.

By Home Adviser 


To Insulate 


An essential thing that needs to 


be provided when insulating- a 
home is a vapor barrier. This is 
a! membrane through which water 
vapor will not pass readily. It's 
necessary, so that moisture does 
not reach the insulation. 
Vapor 


barrier materials include 
such 


things as metal 
foils, 
asphalt- 


treated felts, and laminated kraft 
papers. To be effective, asphalt 
must form a continuous, unbroken 
glossy coat. Just ordinary tar pa- 
per or roofing felts are not satis- 
factory as a vapor barrier. 


Vapor barriers should be* instal- 


led on the room side of the insula- 
tion, under the lath and plaster or 
ether finish material. In existing 
houses where such a membrane 
cannot be installed, two coats of 
aluminum or other good quality 
oil paint applied beneath the usual 
decorative room finish will work 
quite well.

lens, and account for many of the 
•vision defects in boxers, he said. 


Doggart declared boxing blows 


can cause many kinds of damage 
to eyes, and to various parts of 
the brain. 


Has Answer 


Looking into the history of box 


ing, v Doggart said many people 
"wonder how the old pugilists were 
able to endure their mutual bat 
tering for 90 rounds and more 
without the boon of gloves." 


"The answer is simple," he said 


"Gloves are a safeguard for the 
striker, not the victim.

champion's stance shows their con 
tests were essentially 
slugging 


matches. If they had known how 
to put all their weight imo a 
properly timed blow on the jaw 
their 
metacarpals 
(knuckles 


would soon have been reduced to 
pulp. 


"One glove punch by a modern 


expert would send them spinning 
if it were properly placed half an 
inch to either side of the man 
dibular symphysis."

what boxing fans call "the button.' 
and from it the shock of a punch 
goes to the brain. Such a blow 
"reduces in a moment a vigorous 
athlete to an unstrung bulk of flesh 
whose weight alone determines its 
attitude."

They Contrast With 
Violence Years Ago

WASHINGTON (*) — Eighteen 


years ago newspapers carried pic- 
tures of Walter Reuther, his'face 
bloodied, after a beating by com- 
pany tough guys for trying to or- 
ganize auto workers into a union. 


This week newspaper carried 


pictures of the same Reuther, all 
smiles, sitting beside smiling John 
S. Bugas, a Ford Motor Co. vice 
president, after their agreement on 
an historic contract. 


Those bloody days of 1937 may 


seem primitive now. In the inter- 
vening years the United Auto 
Workers has become the largest 
union in the CIO, it has organized 
all the auto makers' plants and the 
industry has learned to live with 
it. 


An historian, looking back on this 


week 200 years from now, may 
think the 
way UAW President 


Reuther and Bugas worked out the 
contract was as sensational as the 
principle they agreed on: a, guar- 
anteed annual wage. 


Both Gave In 


Both sides negotiated as busi- 


ness men Neither made swagger- 
ing threats beforehand thus mak- 
ing compromise possible. 
Both 


compromised The company yield- 
ed more than it originally offered; 
Reuther accepted less than he de- 
manded. 


That historian, looking back with 


the hindsight of history and the 
evidence of events which haven't 
occurred yet, may decide the ma- 


turity both sides showed In this 
case was the coming of age of 
American labor and management. 


Perhaps that is true for the UAW 


and the auto industry and they will 
henceforth live peacefully. But it 
wont be true with other unions 
and other industries and it may 
not be true for the UAW and the 
auto makers. 


Was Cold-Blooded 


This week's Ford-UAW settle- 


ment, friendly as it was, was a 
cold-blooded business. If Ford de- 
fied the union and the workers 
struck, the company might have 
lost disastrously in the fierce com- 
petition with General Motors. 


If GM now doesn't grant the 


UAW what Ford did, and there's 
a strike, the giant of the industry 
may suffer terrible damage. But

The presently proposed award 
of S900 to survivors of an estimat- 
ed 2.500 Illinoisans killed in the 
Korean conflict would be retained. 


3. Reduce the amount of the bond

Second of a Series: 
Atomic Blasts No Factor 
In Weather, Say Experts 


Often Blamed But Data 
Shows No Connection 


By FRANK CAREY 


WASHINGTON—<JB—The U. 
S. 


weather bureau says it has been 
unable to find any evidence that 
atomic explosions have had—or can 
have—any effect on the weather be- 
yond a few mile from the blast. 


"Although it is not possible to 


prove that atomic explosions have 
or have not influenced the weather, 
it is believed that this study has 
shown that such an effect is un- 
likely." The bureau recently told 
congress after a study of the ques- 
tion. 


The Background 


Background of the weather bu- 


reau study was this: 


Both the bureau and the Atomic 


Energy Commission had been get- 
Hug letters from peep's in many 
parts of the world blaming unpleas- 
ant weather on the atomic explo- 
sions. 


The bureau had not previously 


been able to pin down any associa- 
tion between the blasts and poor 
weather, but it wanted to be sure. 


Questionnaires were sent to most 


of organizations 
in the United 


States employing meterologists. 


Out of 80 replies received, about 


50 per cent said they could see "no 
possible connection" between atom- 
ic blasts and subsequent weather. 


The others offered these theories 


as to how there might possibly be 
such a link: 


Might "Seed" Clouds 


1. That atomic "debris"—that is, 


radioactive 
particles 
from 
the 


bomb itself, and dust and dirt stir- 
red up by the blast—might serve 
as a "cloud-seeding agent." That 
is, the debris might touch off rain- 
fall in the same way that dry ice 
or silver iodine sometimes can if 
dropped into the right kind of a 
cloud. 


2. That the radioactive character 


of 
the 
debris 
might 
produce 


changes in the electrical character 
of the atmosphere, possibly leading 
to observable weather effects. 


3. That the dust resulting from 


an atomic blast might interfere 
with the amount of solar radiation 
reaching the earth. 


The weather bureau believes it 


has knocked down these three sug- 
gestions this way: 


1. Experiments show, the bureau 


says, that Nevada dust has "very 
poor" properties for serving as a 
cloudseeder. 


2. As for changing the electrical 


properties of the atmosphere, atom- 
ic debris deposited on the ground 
could change the electrical conduc- 
tivity of the air near the ground. 
But, the bureau says, the change 
would be in such a shallow layer 
near the ground that it would be in- 
significant in terms of usual at- 
mospheric phenomena. 


An Explanation 


3. As for atomic "dust" interfer- 


ing with the amount of solar radia- 
tion reaching the earth, the bureau 
says this: 


It is true that a sufficiently large 


dust cloud can interfere with solar 
radiatio nbut "according 
to the 


best available Information, there 
appear to be many orders of mag- 
nitude separating the amount of 
dust required to produce any sig- 
nificant reduction in worldwide in- 
coming radiation and that produc- 
ed by the Nevada explosions."

in support of the measure, a key 
feature of the tax program de- 
veloped by Gov. Stratton, a Repub-

Add 300 Million 


The boost in the state sales levy 


would add an estimated 100 mil- 
lion dollars to state revenues over 
the Uvo-year fiscal period begin- 
ning July 1 


The extra revenue was antici- 


pated in Gov. Stratton's budget, 
which provided for heavy increas- 
es in spending for schools — in- 
creases that would have to be cut 
back if more levenues do not ma- 
terialize.
